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USE OF IMPROVED 
SEED GRAIN URGED 


The ugo of better quality seed grain 
by farmers throughout the province 
this spring is being urged in order to 
maintain the high standard which Al- 
borta crops have established in the 
past. Lack of care in tho selection of 
seed, with the consequent lowering in 
the quality of the crop produced, will 
very soon reduce the demand for Al- 
berta wheat on the markets of the 
world and correspondingly lower the 
prices received by the grower, 

The remedy for this situation is 
largely in the hands of the ‘Individual 
farmer, The man who sows weed 
seeds has himsellf to ‘blame for the 
lowered grading he will receive for his 
crop at the elevator and the dockage 
imposed. Seed drill surveys conducted 
in the province by the Dominion Seed 
Branch indicate that the average seed 
put into the ground grades “rejected” 
according to legal standards as to the 
number of weed seeds present. Theo 
thorough use of the fanning mill on all 
seed grain will help the present and 
future crops by checking the spread of 
weeds which use valuable plant food. 

If a farmer is not in a position to 
purchase registered seed, which can 
be secured from the Provincial Seed 
Cleaning Plant at Edmonton, he can 
at least use a high quality of commer- 
cial seed of one of the varieties of 
recognized merit. This is especially

as to thelr sultabiiity for milling pur- 
posos, Seed of mixod variotios or of 
an inferfor milling: wheat cannot ylold 
tho product demandod by the millers.

quirements of 1924, for power deliver- 
ed at a reasonable price was sufficient 
to cover all fixed and _ operating 
charges, he said. He pointed out that 
the total cost of the plant and trans- 
mission lines should not be used as a 
basis of comparison with the cost of a 
plant’ that would serve Calgary only, 
but the whole thought and intention 
was to serve all the cities: and towns 
in Alberta by a provincial hydro-elec- 
tric scheme. 

Mr. Brown, referring to the report 
prepared by Vernon Pearson and ‘John 
Haddin for the provincial government, 
said that both these experts had ex- 
pressed themselves of the opinion 
that, under the conditions existing in 
this province, power could be obtained 
from the Spray Lakes development 
much cheaper than from other sources 
considered. 

The speaker described the location 
of the Spray Lakes and the methods 
by which their reserve of water could 


‘pe converted into power by a series of 


plants on the Bow River. He based 
the opinion that such development was 
warranted: because the estimated 
amount of power that would be used 
by 1930 by all the towns and cities 
served would amount to 183,000,000 
kilowatt hours. This opinion was 
founded on estimates made of progress 
and development during the past ten 
years. 

“We estimate that the peak load for 
1930 will be 67,000 horse-power, and 
that the kilowatt hour consumption for 
1935 will be 230,000,000 kilowatt 
hours,".Mr. Brown declared, and he 
added that by 1940 the full capacity of 
the plant would be. used.

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WHERE WOMEN ' : 
' MUST BE CAPABLE 
(By Ludy Rodnoy) . 

I havo been asked two amusing 
quostions about my Ife on w ranch tn 
Alborta, One was “Do you pry calls?" 
and tho other, “Do you ride round your 
farm on horseback?” 


Actually, my French-Canadian nelgh- 


bors and myself aro both far too busy 
for social nmenitios, Yot the settled 


“\Weat fs not om the other hand, so wild 


and woolly that motor-cars and roads 
aro unknown and journeys made ro- 
mantically on horseback, At Lamour. 
eux we are five miles from Fort Sask: 
atchowan, which is more up to date 
than the average small Dnglish town 
atid from which provisions of all kinds 
may be had, 


The two-storled wooden houso— 
there are very few brick buildings in 
the West—which we built eighteen 
months ago has central heating and an 
electric)motor. This runs the washing 
machine, electric fron, water-pump and 
cream separator, From the house we 
can give the butcher orders over the 
telephone. But-we ranchers’ wives 
‘have little time for calling and lawn 
tennis. 

Canada has been called a working 
man’s country. A fact that is not so 
frequently pointed out is that only 
women who know how to work are of 
any use there. A woman’s life on a 
ranch is less attractive than a man’s, 
and “the open-air life of the prairies” 
is usually staged, for ler, between the 
four walls of her house. 


Much depends on her, however. Men 
working on the land in the brief, hec- 
tic season -from April till threshing- 
time in October must be fed well to 
keep up their strength, The plannirg 
and cooking of the meals, the house- 
hold “chores,” and prob&bly the care 
of the children and various duties are 
as a’rule carried on almost. single- 
handed by the rancher’s wife. 


Since September I have had, only 
one fifteen-years-old girl to help’ me, 
and only for one brief interval during 
my nine years in Canada have I se- 
cured a cook. Naturally, unless highly 
skilled help is forthcoming, it is best 
and quickest to do the work oneself— 
even if it does mean cooking for eight 
people as I have had to do. Many un- 
trained English women who arrive’ at 
Edmonton remain uremployed be- 
cause housewives are too busy to 
teach novices. 


Breakfast at 5:30 a.m. at threshing 
time, 7 in summer, and 8 in winter, 
starts the day. I find I can keep to 
Hnglish.meals in Canada; though I 
have inevitably learned to make pump- 
Corn on the cob, 
the only item that differs from home 
products, grows in the vegetable gar- 
den. Plenty of green vegetables in sum- 
mer is the golden rule there as in 
England. ‘ . 

It is important to plan meals care- 
fully for 3 or 4 days in advance—not, 
as the more unimaginative English 
housewife in Canada is apt to do, con- 
fining oneself to eternal roast beef 
and beefsteak, but emulating the 
French-Canadian women’s example of 
tasty ragouts and economically made- 
up dishes. 

Nurses ‘being as rare as cooks, the 
rancher’s wife has to know something 
about the diet for children, as well as 
for grown-ups. Too often thé babies. 
are fed up on tea and arrowroot bis- 
cuits, and the children. allowed to stay 
up until their parents goto bed. Yet 
with @ little knowledge it iz simple 
enough to get plenty of bones for soups 
and to give the children tasty, nour- 
ishing vegetable broths from the time 
they are 10 or 11 months old. 


_ The intricacies of butter making and 
work in the garden fre other branches 
of Canadian housecraft to be master- 
ed. With all these claims on one’s 
time and attention, it is imperative to 
plan the day methodically if there is to 
be a quiet. hour’s leisure in the-after- 
noon. , 

The most unlikely people sometimes 
make a success of Canadian life. One 
man I met said he was a clerk, born 
and bred in London; yet he had a nice 
house and a _ well-stocked, well-man- 
aged rahch. But I cannnt too strongly 
urge every woman who wants to go to 
Canada to master the art of house- 
keeping first. A rancher’s wife has no

FARMERS ADVISED TO 
TEST SEED GRAIN 


Warning is being issued to farmers 
at the present time in connection with 
the germinating quality of the grain 
which they propose to use for winter 
seed. Where grain has been exposed 
to the weather over winter as has hip- 
pened this year in some sections of 
the province, it is particularly advis- 
able to secure a germination test on 
this grain before it is used for sead. 


“A one-pound sample of grain should 
be sent to the Dominion Seed Labor- 
atory, Calgary, where the test will be 
made free of charge for farmers. Sat- 
isfactory germination tests can also be 
made at home by planting two lots of 
100 seeds each about one inch deep in 
boxes of soil or sand. The tests should 
be kept fairly moist and-~at living- 
room temperature for about twelve 
days,. Note should be taken of the 
number germinating in six days which 
indicates the vigor of germination, and 
the number germinating in twelve 
days which indicates the total number 
of viable seeds. It is strongly recom- 
mended that germination tests be con- 
ducted as early as possible in the

.There could be no better proof that 
thoroughness in cleaning and grading 
seed grain is worth while than that 
which lies in the fact that the use of 
high, quality seed {s becoming more 
and more a general practice among 
growers. 

The principle of cleaning and grad- 
ing seed has many times been shown 
to be sound. The practice of cleaning 
and grading entails Httle labour and 
relatively little expense in equipment. 
The use of good seed then {sg a matter 
whigh the good farmer cannot over- 
| as a means of producing larger 
and better crops, 

The fanning mill,-which was once 
referred to by someone as the farm- 
ers’ “plant breeder” helps to maintain 
the high quality of a crop as well as 
to offer a means of keeping down 
weeds. 

The work ordinarily done by a fann- 
ing mill consists first of removing the 
light kernels and some trash with a 
blast of air from the fan.:second with 
a complete set of seives the smaller 
seeds can be separated out, as well as 
miscellaneous material consisting of

Dirty grain which may give the ap- 
pearance of being very unsuitable for 
seed may, often be cleaned and graded 
into an excellent seed sample. It is 
quite often better economy to clean 
up a dirty lot of home grown grain 
than to purchase seed elsewhere. 
There is always the danger of intro- 
ducing other varieties as well as 
“weed strangers” when seed is brought 
in from another source unless it is 
bought under certification. ; 

Too much care canmot be taken nor
